An American day 


Although not as singularly American a 
holiday as Thanksgiving, Labor Day has 
several distinctly American touches which 
significantly distinguish it from similar 
occasions the world around. 
We, 
for 
example, 
have 
chosen 
September for this annual salute to the 
working man 
Elsewhere, at least in those societies 
permitting 
such 
manifestations, 
the 
preferred date is May 1 and the accent, if 
not 
always 
aggressively 
Marxist, 
is 
strongly on class — on social division, not 
unity. Internationally, May Day is the 
proletariat's red-letter day, a time for 
toiling masses to demonstrate solidarity in 
an economic contest with more favored 
classes. Us against them 
Here, the emphasis is also on mass, but 
of a different definition. This is a day for 
the nation en masse — assembly line 
worker, manager, those in the professions. 
The working man in the United States is 
virtually every man, the entire adult 
population conceived as laboring together 
to produce and sharing in the benefits of 
the national plenty. 
It was not always thus. The first Labor 
Day observed in New York on Sept. 5, 1882 
was a militant demonstration, a demand 
for rights and recognition.

The battle was prolonged and often 
bitter, but American labor has long since 
won recognition. Its rights, underwritten 
by a mass of social legislation unmatched 
in the world, are now integral to the 
structure of our society. 


We still have our clashes of economic 
interest, 
bargaining 
breakdowns 
and 
strikes. But the dialogue, sharp though it 
may be at times, in the contest of the 
American experience has taken on a 
singularly American character. 
As 
a 
democratic 
capitalism 
has 
developed in this country, the sense of 
class, never so strong here as in the 
various old countries from which we 
sprang, 
has 
diminished. 
Laboring 
commoners can and do speak to economic 
kings, and in terms ot living standards it is 
now always easy to tell them apait. 


There has been a parallel development 
in the significance of Labor Day. Not class 
but mass solidarity is the message now. It 
is an occasion not for demonstrations and 
militant oratory, but a day for each 
American — blue collar and white collar — 
to observe and enjoy in his own way, and 
through private observance to join in a 
public 
affirmation 
of 
the 
American 
achievement.

How varied they were before we 
settled on the one and only love — 
the newspaper business. 
The first job we 
ever had was that of 
an usher in a movie 
house.

The 
pay was equally miserable — fifty 
cents 
a 
morning. We 
were 
summarily fired from this job when 
the boss complained we were not 
using enough water on the floor and 
we dumped the whole bucket all 
over his shoe tops 
The third job in our lifetime was 
with 
the 
Minnesota 
Highway 
Department. We were supposed to 
keep track of the amount of gravel 
taken 
from 
gravel pits. 
Our 
knowledge of 
mathematics was 
extremely meager and it didn't take 
the State of Minnesota long to find 
out. 
Perhaps 
one 
of the 
most 
interesting 
jobs 
we ever 
held, 
outside of the newspaper business, 
Barbed barbs

was a 
position 
we 
had 
while 
attending the University of Southern 
California. We were in the employ of 
the County of Los Angeles, properly 
deputized as a deputy sheriff and 
assigned to booking prisoners in the 
County Jail on the 13th floor of the 
Hall of Justice in downtown Los 
Angeles. 


Needless to say, we met an array 
of interesting characters taking up

and Thursdays. W’e would book them 
in the afternoon and release them on

NORTHEAST HARBOR. MAINE 
Behind the serene exterior of 
Maine’s beautiful coast there rages 
one of the fiercest struggles in the 
nation 
between 
the 
environmentalists 
and 
the 
developers. 
It 
turns 
on 
the 
construction of oil refineries sorely 
needed at this end of the supply line 
and without a single refinery in all 
of New England. 
As 
elsewhere 
around the country 
the 
environmen­ 
talists 
stand 
un­ 
yielding for the pre­ 
servation 
of 
the 
state's 
natural 
beauty. 
They see 
the threat of oil 
spills and pollution 
menacing one of the 
last 
unspoiled 
treasures 
of 
coast, forest

comparison in magnitude, it is like

Alaska 
pipeline where the conservationists 
were 
finally 
overwhelmed

Congress with an act outlawing any 
further litigation to stop the line 
that will tap the huge reserves of 
Alaska's north slope. 


The irony is that in Maine both 
sides are right. This was recognized 
by Gov Kenneth Curtis who backed 
a site-select ion law. Under the 
governor’s 
direction 
the 
first 
serious, 
well-docum ented 
presentation showed the necessary 
relationship 
between 
industrial 
development and conservation. The 
effort to implement this study is 
handicapped by the state’s lack of 
trained personnel, which is one 
reason 
decision 
on 
the 
latest 
refinery application, at eastport in 
the extreme north, is likely to be 
delayed for at least a year. 
In Sen. Edmund Muskie Maine has

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Cuernavaca 


In Cuernavaca there are as many 
stray dogs as narrow streets as 
beautiful girls as broken clocks, as 
buses, 
as shining children 
and 
begging Indians, almost as many as 
wedges of watermelon and papaya, 
and about a quarter as many 
Americans who don’t want to leave. 
You could wait an 
hour fora ticket in a 
Mexico City bus sta­ 
tion, but an hour 
more south through 
pine mountains and 
past corn fields and 
it opens up below on 
your left, in its own 
valley, like a scat­ 
tering of mints on a 
lawn. 
There the plain Spanish facades 
vibrate gently in warm browns, 
burnt siennas, yellows, and oranges, 
with an occasional wild turquoise, 
and wrought iron window grates 
covet lush hidden plaza-gardens 
inside. 
The city is overrun with hawkers 
of 
paper 
funnels 
loaded 
with 
festoons of sliced fruit, vendors of 
paintings on bark paper, lottery 
tickets, chicklets, zarapes, bead 
necklaces. 
And 
then, 
darker 
skinned, professionally tragic old 
Indian women in their grey dresses 
and filthy black shawls, giving you 
their palm. 
Of 
course, 
the 
children, 
delightedly happy, healthily filthy, 
as they scamper on the sidewalks, 
uncannily avoiding death under the 
wheels of buses as they weasel 
across streets. 
The buses. Go anywhere on four 
cents. Move to the rear and usually 
stand; few people have cars here. 
On the seats, the entire spectrum of 
Mexico opens up before you: The 
paisanos in their yellow stained, 
white-in-name-only peon clothes and 
great, horny brown feet sticking out 
from ancient huaraches; the young 
girls, entering their teens, dressed 
like Christmas presents in filmy 
blouses revealing red and black 
bras, 
and 
flashing 
you 
with 
contrasting 
eyes 
capable 
of 
communicating entire sentences: 
The immaculately coiffured Latin 
woman, probably only going back to 
work at a government office or shop 
downtown, shares a seat with a 


wizzened 
old 
country 
woman, 
bulging and wrinkled. Young men in 
modern slacks and white shirts jab 
and joke and wear hats bearing the 
names 
of 
the 
leading 
soccer 
immortals. 
The bus stops at a red light for 
pedestrians, one of which is a horse, 
unbridled and led by no one. It 
continues and an open street rut — 
which will be repaired when the 
rains stop — hurls the unconcerned 
passengers out and back into their 
seats. No one complains. 
Noontime at La Universal, a 
sidew alk 
cafe 
bordering 
Cuernavaca's central plaza, where 
the whole world seems to pass once 
a day. At night, at Harry's Bar, Grill 
and Restaurant where the expatriot 
colony 
of 
American-Spamsh 
students and English teachers quaff 
with 
Mexican 
consorts 
under 
framed photos of Emiliano Zapata, 
it's different. 
But it’s noon at a sidewalk cafe. A 
small boy in a filthy shirt wanders 
among the umbrellas and white 
painted tables and chairs. Suddenly, 
he embarks with a tang of emotion 
upon a song, a popular Mexican 
song, an old song of love, love 
unrequited, love lost, love bidding 
him to return, return ... 
The 
tawny 
skinned, 
dark 
eyebrowed boy completes the verses 
in a winy but emotional, almost 
reputable performance, inspite of 
the competition of 
the blaring 
mariachis on a nearby radio. No one 
at any of the adjacent tables gives 
the slightest indication of having 
heard him, not the three American 
women at the nearest table, who, as 
he approaches, stare at their soup, 
not the two Mexican men drinking 
goblets of beer, not the distant 
family who couldn't have possibly 
heard it. though the boy. perfectly 
serious, requests their contribution 
anyway. 
the boy walks away, without 
discouragement and only a little 
disdain. After all. it is only inside 
himself that a man may find his 
meaning and seriousness. Quiet at 
the cafe . . . Soon, a lone cripple 
approaches with an accordian. He 
begins His song is an old one. It 
rises through the umbrellas telling 
of love, love unrequited, love lost. 
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made it a foremost issue, which he 
could carry into the 1976 campaign 
when he will in all probability once 
again be a contender for the 
Democratic nomination. 
Beginning in 1968 the controversy 
in 
Maine 
centered 
around 
Machiasport, 
near 
Northeast 
Harbor, 
spectacularly 
beautiful 
country. 
Machiasport 
was 
an 
ambitious proposal for oil imported 
from abroad, with the creation of a 
free trade zone attracting industry. 
Originally 
Muskie 
favored 
Machiasport as a start for the kind 
of development so badly needed in 
the northeast. 
Later, 
however, 
he took the 
opposing view. Having seen what 
followed the massive oil spill at 
Santa Barbara, Calif., he decided 
that 
present 
technology 
was 
inadequate to cope with disasters on 
that scale. A tanker spill in Casco 
Bay at Portland was another reason 
for his change of mind. Today 
Machiasport is considered dead. 
The opposition came not alone 
from 
conservationists. 
Because 
Machiasport would refine imported 
oil, powerful interests in the oil 
industry seeking to keep control of 
all resources used their best efforts 
to block the development. In any 
event, what had briefly flowered as 
a hopeful beginning for the state’s 
development withered away. 
The proposal of the Pittston Oil 
Company to build a refinery at 
Eastport, supplied by supertankers, 
is 
generating 
even 
greater 
controversy than did Machiasport. 
The tankers would have to pass 
through Canadian waters at the 
entrance to Passamaquoddy Bay. 
Full-page 
ads 
by 
the 
environmentalists point out that 
these are treacherous waters, with 
Passamaquoddy having the highest 
tides on the continent. 
Canada’s 
federal 
minister 
of 
fisheries and environment, Jack 
Davis, has already ruled that the 
tankers will be prohibited trom 
passing through Canadian waters. A 
hint has come from Washington that 
this may be challenged under a 
Canadian - U.S. treaty of 1910. And 
Maine 
editorialists 
say 
that 
Canada's real interest is to see that 
the Pittston refinery goes to Nova 
Scotia or New Brunswick. 
John A. Love, President Nixon's 
top energy adviser, warned the 
other day of a serious shortage of 
heating oil next winter. In Maine, at 
the end of the supply line, that could 
mean 
cold 
homes 
and 
slowed 
industry. If this happens it will be 
tangible proof of what it means to be 
on the farthest edge, with the 
nearest refinery complex in New 
Jersey. 
Maine is a laboratory example of 
how vitally important it is to 
establish a national policy that will 
strike 
a 
balance 
between 
the 
environment 
and 
the 
evermore 
urgent 
need 
for 
energy. 
The 
piecemeal approach, the ups and 
downs 
of 
dire 
warning 
and 
environmental 
battles,, 
is 
so 
obviously self -defeating
